Of  the  twenty-three 
letter-winners,  thirteen  will  be  returning  to  carry  out  the  tradition  of  skill, 
aggressiveness  and  desire  to  win  that  BGM  is  becoming  known  for.  Five  All- 
Conference  team  positions  went  to  the  Bears:  Mike  Maschmann  and  Mike  Lawson 
were  placed  on  1  st  team,  while  Dave  Ford,  Paul  Hasley  and  Richard  Roudabush 
were  placed  on  second  team.  Not  to  be  over  looked  are  Bob  Col  lum,  Randy 
Wylie,  Camie  Dhooge,  and  Lyle  Roudabush  who  received  honorable  mention. 

Strong  individual  effort,  as  well  as  teamwork,  gave  some  BGM  boys  special 
honors.  Mike  Maschmann  headed  the  conference  scoring  with  82  total  points. 
Richard  Roudabush  had  the  most  yardage  in  the  conference  with  538  yards 
gained  by  27  completed  passes  out  of  63  attempts  for  a  43%  average.  Mike 
Lawson  was  second  best  receiver  in  the  conference  and  also  won  places  on  the 
All  Collegiate  Honor  Roll  and  6th  All-State  Team. 

The  Junior  Varsity  team  demonstrated  their  abilities  and  completed  the 
season  with  a  5-1  record— proof  that  our  "mighty"  Bears  will  stay  "mighty."

The  starting  line-up  for  the  1963-64  boys7  basketball  team 
averaged  a  shade  over  six  feet  tall.  With  this  height  and  a  lot  of 
teamwork  the  squad  upset  Belle  Plaine,  one  of  the  toughest  foes 
in  the  conference. 

This  game  was  won  in  the  closing  seconds  by  a  shot  from  senior 
Chuck  Mohr.  This  hard  earned  victory  gave  the  team  the  push  and 
spirit  needed  to  carry  them  through  the  season.  For  the  fourth 
consecutive  year  the  scarlet  and  blue  was  put  up  against  North 
Mahaska  in  the  first  round  of  sectional  play.  However,  this  year 
was  different,  because  BGM  was  victorious  and  won  the  right  to 
advance  to  more  sectional  play.  Again  it  was  senior  Chuck  Mohr 
who  saved  the  Bears  by  sinking  a  last  second  basket  making  the 
final  score  BGM  58,  North  Mahaska  57.
